KILLED IN GARY RIOTING 


Fighting Starts When Attempt is 


Made to Prevent Americans 
From Going to Work.

Gary, Sept. 
9— Three 
foreigners 
are dead, two are dying aud twenty- 
five wounded as the result of rioting 
early today by striking worker* of 
tile Standard Steel Car Company in 
-trike for week-. 
The rioting broke 
out at 6:30 this morning when 400 
foreigners with uniformed soldiers 
carrying ail American flag marched 
through the streets in an alleged a t­ 
tempt to prevent 150 American em­ 
ployes from returning to work at the 
plant. 
Police met them and ordered 
them to disband. 
They opened fire 
on the police who returned the volley 
killing three of the marchers. 
At 9 
o’clock the police had the situation 
in hand and 
no further 
outbreaks 
were expected. 


General Pershinq May Enter Bank- 
inq Business.

St. Paul, Minn. Sept. 9— President 
W ilson today addressed a special ses­ 
sion of theMinnee*ota legislature call­ 
ed to con-ider domestic problems, in­ 
cluding the high cost of living. 
He 
went fir.-t to the governor’s room and 
chatted a few minutes with Governor 
Burnquist. 
The house chamber at the capitol 
was tilled 
to 
suffocation. 
Wilson 
was received at the railroad station 
by an honor guard of state troops. 
Ratification of the peace treaty is 
essential to a 
“settling down” 
of 
world conditions which will tend to 
break down the cost of living, Presi­ 
dent Wilson told the special session 
of the legislature. 
The cost of living primarily a world 
condition due to the losses of man­ 
power in the war and the demoraliza­ 
tion of industry, he said. 
Factories 
must again he devoted to peace pur­ 
poses and labor redistributed. 
This 
process cannot begin, he argued, un­ 
til real peace is assured by ratifica­ 
tion, commerce resumed and the world 
begins to settle down. 
There are other method- of reduc­ 
ing living costs, the president said, 
bv opening up food hoards. 
It 13 
necessary to look with an “unsym­ 
pathetic eye at some of the process­ 
ed’ which retard di*tribution, he said. 
Labor is at present not satisfied with 
its relations to the employer, he a s ­ 
serted. 
This condition is world wide, 
he declared and mentioned the labor 
section of the peace 
treaty' 
as a 
means.of ending this state of dissat­ 
isfaction. The labor clauses, he said, 
aimed 
to »*-tablish something 
ap­ 
proach ng American labor conditions 
everywhere insofar as possible. 
There must be a constructive pro­ 
gram with regard to labor to relieve 
the strain of existing conditions, he 
said. 
The interest of both capital 
and labor are concerned in this, he 
declared. 
Labor, he said, no longer 
can 
he regarded 
as a 
commodity. 
When the labor problem is solved, 
production will go forward by leaps 
nd bounds and that will be one of 
the mean* of bringing down the cost 
of living, he said. 
Wilson said Amer­ 
ica must help the world get on its 
feet again so trade can be reestab- 
ished. 
Senators opposed to the treaty are 
afflicted with “just down right ignor­ 
ance,” Wilson said.
